“WORK LASTED THROUGHOUT NIGHT” i 


Reveals Mafalda Details 


Bahia, Brazil, October 27.—( United 
News.)-—New details of the sinking of 


‘the steamship Principessa Mafalda, 
which went down off the Brazilian 
‘coast ‘Tuesday night, were revealed for 
the first time tonight in the log of 
the French steamer Mosella, one of 
the ships which went to the Mafal- 
da’s rescue. 

Survivors of the disaster were 
picked up in lifeboats, the log shows. 

Captain Privat, master of the 
Mosella, read the "log to the United 
News tonight. It has the following 
entries: 

“On October 25, at 5:40 p. m., 
‘our radio intercepted a message from 
the Mafalda asking assistance and in- 
forming us of her serious danger. 

“The ship’s position indicated we 
were 36 miles from the Mafalda. 

“The Mafalda’s radio became weak- 

ceasing completely soon after- 
ward. 

“We then corresponded with the 
Formosa, which had already arrived 
at the scené of the disaster. We also 
‘got in touch with the Alhena and 
Empire Star, both of which were as- 
sisting in picking up survivors. 

“The Mosella came near the other 
rescuing ships at 8:30 p. m. 


“We heard screams, and prepared 
our lifeboats, manned with brave 
Mosella sailors. 

“We lowered the boats into the wa- 
ter to assist in the rescue. Having 
maneuvered the Mosella, we arrived 
exactly over the point where the Ma- 
falda was submerged. 

“Strong winds prevented us from 


maneuvering properly, making rescue 
by lifeboats difficult. 

“The spectacle was _ horrible. 
Wreckage of all sorts were seen, in 
the midst of which we distinguished 
mutilated bodies which the rescue 
boats no longer were giving atten- 
tion to. 

“The rescuers were engaged in pick- 
ing up survivors and those who were 
nearly dead. 

“We had to take eare that the 
wreckage did not touch our propel- 
lers, 

“Sereams. and cries of frantic men, 
women and children ceased complete- 
ly at 10:30 p. m., but the boats con- 
tinued to search ‘and rescue persons 
here and there. 

“This work lasted throughout the 
night.”

sharks, . 
Ghastly Picture. 

The picture was so ghastly that 
members of the Mafalda’s crew, who 
arrived aboard the Mosella, were too 
much shocked to speak. 


“According to my calculations,’ de- 
clared the commander of the Mosella, 
“six hundred must bave perished.” 

He admitted he could not say defi- 
nitely whether his figure was correct 
because of lack of information con- 
cerning what the other rescue ships 
had done. The gruesome scene, how- 
ever, led him to believe hundreds had 
gone down. 

“After the explosion the scene I 
witnessed was most appalling. Many 
persons got into lifeboats, but many 
others, during an indescribable panic, 
leaped from the ship’s deck to the sea. 
It was a spectacle of ghastly horror 
even for me and J] have witnessed 
many other sea disasters.” 

He wiped the perspiration from his 
forehead and continued: 

“I still hear the screams of women: 
children and aged people. Many pas- 
sengers, thinking they were good 
swimmers, were drowned because the 
sea was very rough and swimming, 
even for the best, most difficult. It 
was fortunate that five or six ships 
were in the vicinity of the disaster, 
able to pick up the Mafalda’s 8S O 8S 
and rush to its assistance.” 

Four Rescued Die. 

Four of the rescued died aboard 
the Mosella and were given last rites 
by a priest aboard. They were buried 
at sea. 

Antonio Ferreira, passenger on the 
Mosella, told the United News he saw 


a large ‘shark advance toward a swim- 
mer and devour him. His statement 
was confirmed by others who asserted 
they saw many sharks. 

Joao Lyra Chaves, an immigration 
authority and passenger on the Mosel- 
la, added his story to the others, 

“When the Mosella received the Ma- 
falda’s SOS, Commander Privat im- 
mediately ordered his vessel to dash 
full speed to the scene, 30 miles south. 
Ww hen we got there,” Chaves said. 

“we found “three ships had reached 
the Mafalda before us. 

“It was difficult to see the strick- 
en vessel. Then we saw the Mafal- 
da’s rockets, announcing she 
sinking. 

“It was the darkest «ind of a night 
and we could locate swimmers only 
from their screams. Commander Pri- 
vat, therefore, ordered absolute  si- 
lence aboard his ship. We heard 
the cries of the drowning all through 
the terrible night.” 

A story of pity came from Luiseto, 
the Mafalda’s first engineer. 

“IT abandoned the ship the moment 
it sank,” he said weeping, “five 
hours after water had started to en- 
ter the ship’s compartments. 

“Word of the ship’s condition had 
spread rapidly among the passengers 
and they became uncontrollable de- 
spite officers’ efforts to calm them. 

“There was panic until the explo- 
sion. And then—it cannot be de- 
scribed.”

that the budget bureau and the presi- 
dent appreciate the sincere effort here 
made.” 

Magruder had declared that the de- 
partment spent $300,000,000 and only 
received $200,000,000 worthy of navy 
in return. 

“It may seem, ” Wilbur continued, 
“that nearly 2,000 employees in ed 
navy department is an unnecessarily 
large number of civil employees for 
the operation of the navy, but with 
shifts and changes constantly under 
way the maintenance of this large or- 
ganization is essential to the prompt 
and efficient management of the 
navy.’

blew up and sank in the Atlantic,

Members of the 
crew assert that they saw the cap- 

tain of the Mafalda, Commander Guli, 

' go down with the ship while trying 

to save some of the others who per- 
ished. 

“I was off watch,” said Guiseppe 
Maroni, a second class steward on 
the Mafalda, “and was walking about 
the main deck forward. The weather 
was warm and fine and most of the 
passengers were out on the decks 
watching the glorious setting of the 
sun and also examining the western 
»orizon for the first sight of land. 
The dinner bugle was about to be 
‘sounded; I saw the bugler as I came 
forward along the salon deck. There | 
were many ladies aboard, many of 
them talking about plans for the next 
day when we wore due to reach Rio 
de Janeiro. 

Ex plosion Follows. 

“As the Mafalda was sinking slow- 
i ly down into the trough of the long 
easy swells of this part of the At- 
lantic, a noise like a thunder-clap 
came from aft. I could hear the rush 


_of water into the quivering ship. I 
raced aft along the salon deck, but, 
‘had not proceeded many feet when, 


with a sullen roar, the boilers explod- 


state rooms of the first and s®tond 
classes. The debris had not yet stop- 
ped falling on deck and into the sea 
when I heard the screams of the in-

“The passengers were horror-strick- 
en and pandemonium reigned on all 
decks. We tried to calm them, but 
were unable to do so for several min- 


‘utes until the captain and his offi- 


cers had taken stations on the decks. 
Several men jumped overboard and the

“The captain, noting that the ship 
was not going to sink immediately, 
proceeded with the crew to rescue pas- 
sengers from the wreck of the cabins 
and salons. The sun had set almost 
at the moment of the explosion and 
tropical darkness covered the ocean. 
Electric lights were hurriedly set up, 
but they did not last long and huge 
torches gast an uncanny light on the 


Wireless Works. 

“Meanwhile the wireless fortunately 
was working and it breadcast its 
SOS. The first steamship to arrive, 
the French Formosa, came alongside 
in about one hour. It saved about 250 
persons. This ship, the Moselle, ar- 
rived ten minutes later. About half 
an hour later the Dutch Albhnna ar- 
rived and it saved about 450 lives. 
Then came the Rosetti and the Empire 
Star which saved 12 and 200 respec- 
tively. 

“During the process of the rescue 
the Mafalda let down lifeboats, but 
at the last the Formosa lashed itself 
alongside the Fafalda and took pas- 
sengers aboard as they were rescued 
from the debris of the decks until the 
weight of the Mafalda almost pulled 
the Formosa decks awash. The lash- 
ings then were cut and the Mafalda 
immediately plunged into the sea. This 
was at 8:40 p. m. 

“The disaster was caused by a 
broken propeller shafting. The re- 
volving shaft tore through the water- 
tight compartments and the hull of the 
Mafalda’s stern. The sea poured into 
the boiler room, causing the boilers 
to blow up. 

“Most of the dead must have been 
in the first and second class pas- 
senger lists.” 

Captain Is Active. 

“Commander Guli, our captain, in- 
sisted on working with his own hands 
at the rescue of the passengers caught 
in the debris of the salon and cabins 
of the first and second classes,” said 
Giulio Cadone, a member of the crew 
of the Mafalda. “When the brave cap- 
tain of the French steamship Formosa 
shouted that he could hold on no 
longer to the Mafalda I shrieked to 
our captain to come out of the wreck- 
age and to leave the ship. He merely | 
glanced at me and continued _his| 
labors. I shouted to the crew of the| 


; scene, 


Formosa as they stood at the lashings | 


with uplifted axes to halt for a mos 
ment. I could feel the Mafalda slip- 
ping faster and faster into the sea. 

“T called again to the captain. He 
waved his hand at me to depart. 
crawled up the sloping deck of the 
Mafalda and onto the badly listed 
Formosa just as the axes fell. . The 
Formosa rose with a rush but the 
Mafalda had lost all its buoyancy, 
It sank almost straight into the sea, 
I am sure the captain was not saved, 

“We pulled many passengers from 
the debris who died on the deck of 
the Mafalda. Some already were dead 
when we reached them in the wreck- 
age. I believe the most of the dead 
were killed by the explosion.”

CASE IN KENTUCKY 


Washington, October 27.—()—De- 
ciding not to hear counsel for the 
state of Kentucky, the supreme court
